Subject: Import licensing policy for July-December 1955 period for 

Newcomers 

No. 38-I.T.C. (P.N.)/55.—A reference is invited to Public Notice 
No. 34-ITC (P.N.)/55 dated 29th June 1955 in which the policy for 
the issue of licences to Newcomers for the import of certain items 
for the licensing period July-December 1955 has been announced. 

All applicants are required to quote in their applications for 
import licences I.V.C./Exemption Numbers allotted to them in terms 
of Public Notice No. 32-ITC (P.N.)/55 dated 29th June 1955. It has 
been decided that applicants submitting applications for Newcomer 
licences for value of Rs. 10,000/- or below, for the first time during 
July-December, 1955, period, need not quote I.V.C./Exemption 
Numbers in their applications. This concession has been given aa 
a temporary measure, as it is felt that such applicants may have 
difficulty in obtaining I.V.C./Exemption Numbers in time. Such 
applicants should however, arrange to obtain the I.V.C./Exemption 
Numbers well in advance for the next licensing neriod.
